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DISCIPLINE AND CENTRALIZATION. 


Any one who reads the history of Britirh India 
wiil learn that England owes the possession of her 
great empire in the Exst to the large liberty allowed 
in the beginning to her representatives in that 
country. It was under the system of independent 
action that Clive, Warren Hastings, Wellesley and 
Napier won their victories and established British 
authority in the Indian peninsula. A few years 
previous to the great outbreak in 1857 the existing 
system was changed for the mistaken methods of 
*‘ uniform:ty,” and to this change historical au. 
thorities agree in ascribing in chief measure the 
Sepoy mutiny. It was the fatal result of the attempt 
to apply to ail troops one set of rules without regard 
to their situation, condition, peculiarities or neces- 
sities ; to govern by rule instead of by the iutelli 
gence that results from the immediate and daily 
contact with a given situation. The commander-in- 
chief snubbed caste and declared his hostility to the 
** beastly prejudices” of the natives, and the na- 
tural result followed. 

Here is a lesson for us. Military control is best 
maiutained by teaching soldiers to obey and respect 
the officers actually serving with them; by making 
it apparent that the power is in their bands and 
they are to be sustained by the more distant au- 
thority, to which they are in their turn responsible. 
This increases the soidier’s respect ror the central 
authority bis immediate commuader represents. It 
he is not trained to believe implicitly in those he 
sees, still less will Le believe in the, to him, intangi- 
ble entity of a distant rule he cannot see. 





When the fanatics, ascetics, fakirs and moulvies 





scattered over India the cbuppatties, or flat flour 
cakes, that carried the signal of revolt from the 
Himalayas to Cape Comorin, the British garrisons 
were speedily cut off from each other and from 
headquarters. Left to act on their own responsi- 
bility, the local military authorities found them- 
selves in an unfamiliar situation, and they vacil- 
lated and temporized, as all men will do who are not 
accustomed to authority. Oae moment brave 
even to rashness, in the next they were gmded by 
the weak counsels of timidity an¢ temporizing 
policy. It is well to ask, in view of this and like 
examples, whether our existing military system is 
the one best calculated to train our offivers for the 
bigber and more important and independent com- 
mands to which they must be assigned 1n the event. 
of war, and possibly even under the conditions of 
peace. 

In an article in the current number of the 
‘Journal of the Military Service Institution,” Bvt. 
Lieut. Colonel J. O. Lee, of the Quartermaster De- 
partment, has some criticism upon the pelicy of 
centralization from the point of view of the staff, 
“To such an extent has this gone,” says Colonel 
Lee, ‘‘and so deeply are we besotted with routine 
and form and voluminous metbods, that the won- 
der is that, even with our small Army, the different 
departments accomplish the work required, weighed 
down as they are by the mass of their cwn absurd- 
ities. Wesee our departments at Wasbington no- 
toriously overburdened and behindband, strug- 
gling to do; not content with general management 
but straining to control details down to the remot- 
est corner. And what is the result ? Subordinates, 
stripped of all control and responsibility, grow in-. 
different, indecisive and uncertain, and lose inter- 
est in their daties; and instead of being trained to. 
self reliance, force, promptitude and vigor in the: 
transaction of affairs, they become hesitating, vacil- 
lating and ineffective. The training of peace, so: 
necessary for war, instead of being the best, 18 Very: 
far from it, and this, added to the intricacies and’ 
perplexities of our system, renders the experience: 
of the present of minimum value for the future.. 
Details of affairs are now managed from Washing- 
ton for the remotest parts of the country, and seri- 
ous delays arise in matters of importance from tri- 
flmg causes. Business is managed more or less by 
cast iron rules rather than in accordanee with the 
flexible conditions demanded by climate, surrownd- 
ings and necessities. Supervision and control ate 
exercised by eyes and brains at a great distafice, 
instead of by those directiy in contact with the 
varying questions and immediately familiar with 
the needs and circumstances.” 

Ovlonel Lee further complains ‘‘ that oppressive 
and hioderiog methods obtain in many of the de 
partments,” and that “‘rigid.rules are perplexingly 
vrought to bear in matters in detail wherein the 
variation of circumstance are infinite and should 
be left very largely to the ju‘igment of the officer 
on the spot cognizant of all the facts, without the 
time and Jabor consumed 10 makiag voluminous 
reports, which after all cannot convey all theshades 
of facts and conditions.” 

Complaints similar in substance have been long 
coming to us, for the editor is in some sense the 
father confessor of his flock. We are aware that 
Congressional jealousies of military control have 
imposed important restrictions upon the exercise of 
independent authority, bat it would seem that these 
are quite sufficient when liberally interpreted, 
withous attempting to strain them beyond their 
natural import and intention. 








DeserTions from the Navy continue with the 
usual regularity. The new ships are suffering the 
most from this abuse, serious inroads having been 
made in the complement of the vessels of the 
Squadron of Evolution since it came North from 
Norfolk. The Newark and Concord, it is said, have 
been particularly unfortunate in this respect. It is 
quite apparent that ‘‘ Jack ” does not take kindly to 
the new fangled methods of the modern man-of- 
war. The vast majority prefer the old sbips, and 
the records show a very limited number of deser- 
tions from these vessels. It is expected that the 
total number of desertions for the year on. the new 
ships will exceed ten per cent. of their full comple 
ments, The excess of desertions on these vessels is- 
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further due to the fact that they are in a home port. 
There is mach criticism among those not connected 
with the Squadron of Evolution of the policy of 
keeping all of our new vessels here when our foreign 
squadrons are so much in need of reinforcement. 
The Obinese Station is in special need of new ships. 
Unless all signs fail, there is serious difficulty in 
prospect in the klowery Kingdom. The secret soci. 
eties are active, and there is said to be an organized 
plan among the revolutionists to insult and injure 
foreigners so as to embroil the government with 
the European powers, and thus promote the pur- 
poses of revolution.

THE Military Academy, like the Naval Academy, 
of which wespoke last week, hasa larger represepta- 
tion, at the present time, of descendants of welil- 
known mulitary families than ever known before. 
Another notable and gratifying circumstance, too, 
is the favt that the number is increasing each year, 
thus showing tbat Congressmen as well as the Presi- 
dent are beginning to have the proper appreciation 
of soldierly pedigree.

A FISAL decision regardibg the date of the long- 
contemplated change between the 9ch and llth In- 
fantry will be reached by August 1, when Secretary 
Proctor and General Schofield expect to meetin 
Washington. The change was recom mended by Gen- 
eral Schofield some time ago and the Secretary fay- 
ered it, but deferred giving his official approval un- 
til later in the summer, 





Tue appointment of W. K. Strong to the rank of 
brigadier-general by President Lincoln, referred to 
last week, was a curious illustration of the ideas con- 
cerning military rank and command prevailing at 
Washington in theearly days of our Civil War. Con- 
cerning it, Brig.-Gen. T. W. Sweeny, U.S. A., retired, 
in a private letter, says: “ Your article in last week’s 
issue of the JourNaAL, relating to Gen. Strong, was 
read by me with great interest, and recalls to my 
mind some amusing incidents regarding him. While 
serving a8 a member of a military commission con. 
vened-at St. Louis, Mo., in 1861, for the trial of pris- 
oners of war, I met Gen. Strong. He told me thet 
he bad left his family in Paris on hearing of the out- 
break, and had come right on to Washinetop and 
offered his services to the President, of whom he 
was a personal friend. ‘1 told Mr. Lincoln,’ he 
said, ‘that I had read of the outbreak, and feeling 
that it was of a serious nature, bad come on to offer 
my services to help the Goverement out of the dif- 
ficulty.’ The President smiled, complimented bim 
on his patriotism, and said: ‘ Well, Mr. Strong, as 
you are so kind as to offer your assistance, I think 1 
will bave to make you a brigadier-general.’ *‘ Now,’ 
said Strong, ‘here 1 am a brigadier-general, in com- 
mand of Benton Barracks, and 1 don’t know tbe 
butt of a mueket from the muzzle, what am I todo?» 
*On!" said I, reassuring!y, ‘you will get along with- 
out any trouble, you will only have to organize your 
troops and prepare them for tield service, and your 
subordinate officers can do that; you will merely 
have to issue the orders, they will attend to their 
proper execution.’ But, unfortunately, the ma- 
jority of the officers knew as little of the art of war 
as did theircommander. One day Gen’ Strong de- 
cided to put his command through the evolutions of 
the line, and avcordingly issued an order for the 
command to assemble on a stated occasion for that 
purpose, At the appointed hour the troops as- 
sem bled for drill, and the officers, supposing that the 
General would put them through the various move- 
ments, waited upon him in a body, and informed 
him that they were ready to begin. * Very well, 
then, gentlemen,’ he replied, ‘go ahead and drili 
your regiments.’ There was no alternative but to 
obey, and the drill—if such it may be called—was 
performed, though not in strict accordance with 
Hardee’s tactics. I afterwards met Gen. Strong in 
the West, and he informed me that he had just 
been promoted to a major-generalcy for sending 
the first report of the capture of [sland No. 10 to 
Washington.” 


THe number of vacancies on the limited retired 
list corresponds exactly with the number of dis- 
abled officers awaiting retirement, there being six 
ofeach.

There being a prospect of several of these offi - 
cers resuming duty again, notably Captain Upham™ 
they will not all be retired at once, so that it may be 
some time yet before the limited retired list reaches 
the maximum of 350. 1t will be the policy of the De- 
partment to hold a vacancy or two upen for cases 
of emergency, though with vacancies occurring by 
age as well as by death, this precaution is hardly ne- 
cessary. Witbin a few months Colonel James Van 
Voast and;Captains F. H. Bates and Jaco» W. Keller 
will have reached 64 years of age and will be trans- 
ferred to the unlimited list, thereby creating three 
more vacancies on the limited list. 











REFERRING to the recent visit of a French fleet to 
Cronstadt, a London correspondent writes: “The 
French naval officers, while fraternizing with the 
Russian, will have opportunities of learning useful 
lessons in smartness and seamanship from these fine 
sailors. The Russian warsbips are second only tothe 
British in point of appointments and as regards the 
smartuess of the appearance of the men and neat, 
trim decks. The discipline is far ahead of the 
Frencb, who, though less clumsy seamen, lag even 
behind the Germans in these particulars. Lord 
Paimerstoo’s remark in regard to the Turks, ‘What 
can you expect of a people wbo have no heels to 
their boots?’ might be inverted to suit the French 
sailors who wear high heels, like girls, and with Bre- 
ton exceptions are about as bandy at sea."

Ir is rumored that the Phythian ‘‘stagnation 
board” recommends a scheme holding open all va- 
cancies in each‘of the several grades for'one year. 
At the expiration of that time two officers for each 
vacancy will be ordered up for examination and 
promoted according to merit.

The youngest admiral, the youngest commodore and 
the youngest captain in our Navy each obtained 
promotion to the rank of lieutenant after a service 
of five years; the youngest commander after 
seven years, and the youngest lieutenant comman- 
der after eight years.

THE WHITE SQUADRON. 


Tue White Squadron left its anchorage in North 
River for Fisber’s Island, the scene of this week's 
mapceuvres, Saturday. 

Promptly at 114. M. the signal to get under wa 
flew from the yard arm of the flagsbip, and soon all 
was activity in the fleet. Five ebips, the Chicago, 
Atlanta, Yorktown, Vesuvius and Cushing, prom pt- 
ly obeyed the signal, aod were soon in line heading 
down tberiver. The Newark and Concord were 
upvable to marceuvre at the signal, their anchor 
ebains having become badly fouled owine to the 
strong tide in the North River, and the 
found herself temporarily disabled owing to a break 
in her reversipg gear. 

Thus reduced to five vessels, the Squadron steamed 
down the North River, around the Battery and up 
Kast River, being greeted on all. sides by flying 
bunting, screaming whistles and waving of hand- 
kerchiefs, bats aud umbrellas from the admiring 
crowds that lined the wharfs and river front. Sa- 
lutes were exchanged with the Brooklyn Navy- 
yard, and as the squadron ed up the river it 
was bailed on all sides by whistles, bells and salutes 
until after it bad passed through Hell Gate. 

During the trip up the Sound the squadron was 
accompanied by pumerous yachts that steamed 
around the ships, giving the brass-buttoned sons of 
the sea many @ pleasant ghmpse of the fair faces 
and pretty gowns they carried, as well as showing 
an adeptness in handling these trim little vessels, 
noticed by all. 

The squadron anchored for the night off Faulk- 
ner’s Isiand, where it was joined / the Boston at 8 
p.M., and by the Concord about ll p.m. By day- 
break the squadron was again in motion and an- 
ehored in Bay Harbor, off Fisher’s Island. The 
Newark joined carly Sunday morning.

THE MANOEUVRES AT FISHER'S ISLAND. 


Monday morning, bright and early, all hands 
were astir, ready to begin the week’s work. The 
Naval Reserve were sent to the several ships, as 
previously detailed, at9a.m. The Reserve was dis- 
tributed as follows: 

lst Division, three guns crews, Lieutenant S. Dana 
Greene commanding to the Chicago.

Agar was detailed to the Concord, and a 
crew consisting of Ensigns French, Meeker, Brown 
apd Blair, Sand Surg. Vanderpool was detailed to 
the Yorktown. 

On arriving on board the crews were given their 
stations at the guns, each militia man given his 
pumber at the main battery gunr, and thus turned 
over to the regular of the corresponding number to 
be shown his station and duties, At 9.30the regular 
crews were called to quarters and exercised at great 
gun drill, the reserves looking on and picking up 
such ideas as they could from watehing their vor- 
responding number in the regulars. 

At 10.15 the regulars were diemissed'and the re- 
serves called to quarters and Fe drill and in- 
atruction at great gun drill time for the din- 
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ner bour, which was gladly bailed by all, es 
fally by the rane Oen. eee caterer aus beard to 
com plain, “ that for New York gentlemen they had 
suddenly develo an astounding appetite.” In 
the afternoon the reserves were drilled and tr- 
structed in the working of the Hotchkiss rapid-fire, 
revolver cannon, and Gatling guns, and in the du- 
ties and drills of the powder division. By 4.30 P. M., 
none complained when the Guard boat reported 
alongside to take them back to the Stonington, and 
bappy were they to bear the welcome sound of 
po after their first day’s hard work on board 
8 


uesday morning found every one in ranks ready 
for the duties of the day, which consisted of stations 
and drill at general quarters, including great gun 
rill, boarding, repelling boarders, fire and collision 
Grill, and repelling torpedo attack. This drill, last- 
ing until 10.30, at which time, after a few moments’ 
breathing spell, the reserve were again called to 
uarters, and each member of the crew allowed to 

re with the sub calibre apparatus at a target 300 
yards (equivalent to 900 yards, with service charges) 
from the vessels. Some very gcod shots were made, 
showing good material for first-class artillerists. 
The eub-calibre apparatus used is simply a rifle bar- 
rel, .45 cal., fitted in the bore of the great guns, and 
fired with the regular firing apparatus of the great 

mn. The regular sights are used, the difference in 

he trajectory being accounted for in giving the 
range. Service cartridges, calibre .45, are used. — 

In the afternoon the crews were exercised with 
sub-calibre apparatus, firing at target with the 
Hotchkiss rapid fire and revolver cannon. 

Wednesday morping, notwithstanding the ugly 

appearance of the sky, the reserves were on beard 
their respective ships even before the required time, 
each anxious to get at the big guns that they were 
to try to-day witb real powder and shell. At 8.30 the 
Cushing and Yorktown \eft the barbor witb targets 
and the two observing boats. The target was placed 
between Montauk Point and Block Island, bearing 
N. E. from the former and W. by N. from the latter. 
The observing boats were placed at the extremities 
of the base of a triangle, whose sides were each 1,500 
yards, the open being the target. The line of fire on 
course showed by the firing vessels was W.S. W. 
Each observing boat contained an officer with suit- 
able instruments for observing the fall of shot, and 
such data were also taken on board ship as would be 
necessary to plot the fall of shot both in the horizon- 
tal and vertical planes. At 9.30 the fleet steamed o 
in column at distance of 200 yards, the Chicago lea 
ing, followed by the Newark, Concord, Boston and 
=— the Vesuvius acting as escort and despatch 
vessel. 
The firing line was reached at 1 Pp. m., and the Chi 
cago led off, passing the first boat at 1.15, breaking 
the red danger flag at the fore, as her first gun 
belched forth its 250 pounds of metal at the helpless 
target, which, however, bobbed up serenely after 
each discharge, though splashed and shaken several 
times by the good marksmanship of the Reserves. 
After firing six shots the Chicago withdrew from 
the line, giving place to the Newark, Cencord and 
Boston, in succession. After the fourth discharge 
from the Boston the target, which had become 
somewhat debilitated, entirely disappeared, and 
hostilities were suspended until a new target could 
be pluced by the Yorktown. This target was blown 
over by the wind, and was at once replaced by the 
Atlanta, a target having been hastily constructed 
on board this vessel to meet this emergency. The 
Boston and Yorktown then renewed the attack upon 
the target, without serious damage. Tne Atlanta, 
on entering the firing line, fouled her propeller 
with a submerged buoy chain, and was delayed 
some time in clearing herself. After firing two 
shots, her port after-quarter boat was carried away 
by the concussion, and she was declared out of the 
fight. The squadron then countermarcbed and de- 
livered a red hot volley from the secondary battery 
of each ship, each gun of the secondary battery fir- 
ing ten shots, completely wrecking the target, leav- 
ing scarcely enough to pick up as souvenirs. 

Hundreds of visitors witnessed the target prac- 
tice from numerous excursion vessels which had 
come up for the purpose of seeing the Reserves at 
work. 

His Excellency the Governor of New York State, 
witnessed the practice from tne Reserve steamer 
Stontngton, and afterwards passed along the lines of 
ships, being saluted with 17 guns as he passed the 
flagship Chicago. The Governor paid an official 
visit on board the Chicago after auchoring, receiv- 
ing the customary honors and salutes upan his de 


rture. 

Altogether this day was the red letter day of this 
week, the Reserves using the great guns for the first 
time in real earnest, and at the same time showing 
adegree of markmansbip far above their most san- 
guine expectatione. 

Wednesday evening the unsuspecting inhabitants 
of Fisber’s Island were given a degree of light on 
many subjects such as bas never been experienced 
before on the islaud. The Squadron exercised its 
search lights for an hour or more after the deeper 
shades of evening had enveloped the island. be 
Governor, Admiral! and staff, Licut.-Comdr.

THE BOSTON NAVAL MILITIA EXERCISES. 
ADMIRAL WALKER'S REPORT TO THE NAVY DEPT. 


- FLaasaiPp Cuicaco, NEw York, July 24, 1891. 


I HAVE the honor to make the following detailed 
report tn relation to the exercises of the Naval Bat- 
tation Maseachusetis Volunteer Militia, at Boston, 
from the 7th to the Ilth inst., both inclusive. A 
general programme of the exercises as agreed upon 
by his Excellency Gov. Russell and myself is en- 
eleeed and marked “A.”’ Because of the absence of 
the Concord, slight changes were made in this pro- 
gramme as indicated below. 

On Tue«day July 7, at 9 a. mM. the Naval Militia Bat- 
talion reported on board the ships of the squadron 
as previously assigned, and as follows: 

Six guns’ crews, about 75 men, on the Newark. 

Five guns’ crews, about 60 men, on the Boston. 

Five guns’ crews, about 60 men, on the Atlanta.

the Yorktown. and afternoon and

This was done by the officers and crews of 
the ships; where | yp teins le each militiaman was 
P one of the guns’ crew, who in- 
dividually ex of his duties at va- 
rious exercises. This was arranged so that the na- 
val militia erews would learn as quickly az possible 
the service of the guns at which they would be sta- 
tioned at the target practice on Thursday following. 

Wednesday oon was mainly devoted to boat 
drill. The naval militia had al y acquired some 
proficiency in handling boats, and what they espe- 
cially lacked was the xnowledge of fitting out boats, 
and manning them from the ships. Each naval mi- 
litiaman was again assigned to replace one of the 
regular members of the boat’s crew, was explained 
the details of fitting out and arming boats, and thus 
assigned took part in the squadron boat drill that 
afternoon. 

Thursday, July 9, the squadron went outside the 
harbor for target practice. An ordnance target was 
anchored at the apex of a triangle whose sides were 
1,500 yards, and along whose base the ships success- 
ively passed, each naval militia crew firing two shots 
from the starboard main battery. The record of 
this target practice 1s annexed. The column was 
then closed to half distance, and both batteries of 
Hotchkiss guns were manned by the naval militia. 
lo passing the target, upon signal, each port crew 
fired five shots, and then each corresponding star- 
board crew fired at the target from the port battery. 
Owing to the necessity of passing the bar before the 
tide fell, there was not time to record the fall of 
each shot. Some of the practice was excellent, but 
about half was more or less wild. 

The entire service of the guos Gusting target prac- 
tice was performed by the naval militia, the officers 
of the ~~ supervising only so far as tu prevent ac- 
cident. The service of the batteries indicated that 
the men of the naval militia had with zeal and in- 
telligence made good use of the preliminary instruc- 
= afforded them, necessarily much limited by 

2. 

The officers of the squadron report that all were 
anxious to derive the greatest advantage from their 
opportunities for practical instruction, diligently 
applied themselves to learning the varied duties, 
and cheerfully submitted to the severe mapual work 
they were at times called upon to perform. 

Thursday night, between 9 and 10 Pp. m., the New- 
ark, Boston and Atlanta were supposed to be an en- 
emy’s ships at anchor in Boston Harbor, defended 
by their secondary batteries and riflemen, assisted 
by search lights. The naval militia attacked these 
ships by numerous boats, all of which were supposed 
to be fitted with spar or attachable torpedoes. The 
difficulties of the defence were greatly increased by 
the number of pleasure boats in the vicinity, mak- 
ing it hard to pick ont the attacking parties. The 
decision of the umpires, detailed from the neutral 
ships, was that the attack had in all cases failed. 

Kriday the landing exercise on Deer Island took 
peaen, the attucking force landing under cover of a 

eavy fire from the secondary batteries of the ships 
atanchor. The scheme of this mancuvre is indi- 
cated in the enclosed order marked ‘“B.’’ The or- 


gauization of the Naval Brigade of the Squadron , 


forthis purpose is laid down in the encloseu order 
marked “C.”” The squadron returned to its anchor- 
age in Boston Harbor at 2 Pp. m. 

Saturday the Naval Brigade of the squadron was 
landed at 114. M.at the Navy-yard, and, escorted 
by the Navy Battalion Massachusetts Volunteer 

ilitia, marched through the city of Boston and 
were entertained at dinner at Mechanics’ Hall by 
the city authorities. After diuner the Naval Bri- 
gade escorted the Naval Battalion Massacbusetts 
Volunteer Militia to its armory, and then returned 
op board ship. 

lregard the week spent in Boston as extremely 
interesting and valuable; instructive to the naval 
volunteers and encouraging to the officers and men 
of the regular service, who find in the new move- 
ments the promise of an efficient reserve. All offi- 
cers who came in contact with the members of the 
Naval Battalion speak in high terms of their intelh- 
gence, aptitude and industry. The occasion was

A successful test was made at the Sandy Hook 
proving ground last week of the new explosive, em- 
mensite, as an exploding charge for sbells fired from 
powder guns, and there is every prospect that in a 
short time emmensite will obtain an official recog- 
nition aa a leading explosive for military purposes. 
A shell filled with the explosive was placed in a 7- 
iuch breechloading rifle and fired into the water. 
The shell was fired from the gun intact and the ex- 
periment developed the fact that, though this sub. 
stance is a high explosive of an intensity nearly if 
<< equal to dynamite, itcan safely be sub- 
jec to the sbock of being fired by the expansion 
of powder gas and utilized as an explosive for pro- 
jectiles. The next step taken will be to discover a 
fuse for these shells. 





The Messrs. Armstrong bavein the British Naval 
Exhibition a grapbic representation of the power of 
the 110-ton gun. Itis a full sized drawing of the 
course througb a targetof the 1,800 Ib. projectile 
fired with 960 Ibs. of brown prismatic powder and 
an initial velocity of 2,079 feet per second. I[t passed 
through 20 inches of compound armor, an 8 in. iron 
backing, 20 feet of solid oak. 3 feet of granite, 11 feet 
of cencrete, and finally penetrated its full length 
into a 6 foot brick wall in the rear of all. Each 
round fired from this gun with full charge and ar- 
mor piercing projectile cost $885. Its life with full 
charges is estimated at 75 rounds, [ts total energy 
is 55,805 foot tons with 2,105 ft. per second muzzle 
velocity, which is at the rate of 144 miles per hour. 


Experiments have recently been conducted in 
England with the new explosive, ammonite, com- 
of pure ammonia, nitrate and pitro-naptha- 
line, thorougbly dried, zcround and incorporated in 
heated edged runner mills. It requires @ watertight 
case and, whatever the amount, must be thus enclose}. 
It can only be exploded by a detonator. It is not liable 
to become frozen. It differs very little from robu- 
rite or bellite. {[t is hgbt and requires a larger bole 
than other explosives. In the experiments a cylin- 
drical shot, 29 Ib. weigbt, was discharged fiom a 
mortar by a charge of 5 grammes of various explo- 
sives to the following distances: Ammonite, 320 ft.: 
dynamite, 289 ft.; roburite, 320 ft.; carbonite, 180 ft.; 
stonite, 255 ft.: securite, 197 ft.; tonite, 219 ft.; black 
gunpowder, 136 ft. This was to exhibit the strength 
of ammonite under these conditions. 





As al session of the Ordnanceand Fortification 
Board bas been called to meet in New York City on 
Saturday, Aug. 1, for the consideration of the bids 
recently receiyed for the construction of 100 bigh 
power guns ior coast defence =. This subject 
was considered at the last meeting, but in view of 
the large amount of money involved it was decided 
to postpone final action until the date named, in 
order that Gen. Schofield, the president of the 
Board, might be present to give his views. The main 
question to be considered at the next meeting is as 
to which one of the five bids submitted by the Beth- 
lebem [ron Works, the lowest bidders, best fulfills 
the provision of the law which requires contracts to 
be made ‘at prices deemed fair to the manufac- 
turer and to the best interests of the United States.” 
Objection arose to the acceptance of the highest bid 
for the quickest deliveries, on the ground that the 
cnoenty of the works might be taxed to such an 
extent in this new work as to causedelay in furnish- 
ing the forgings, for which contracts bave already 
been made with the same firm for manufacture at 
the Watervliet Arsenal. Should such a condition 
aris6, some of the members argued, the effect would 
be to retard progress at the Government foundry 
for a limited expedition of work in the private 
establishment. The main object of the Board seems 
to be to keep both establishments going to the full 
capacity, and in recommending the acceptance of 
the bid the one which gives promise of causing the 
least interference with the work at Watervliet will 
probably be selected. 





The first experience of our Army officers with 
smokeless powder in high-power cannon indicates 
that the day of the brown prismatic powder now | 


» The results of the three shots fired from the 
inch gun at Sandy Hook on Saturday last were 
of the highest importance in showing to what ex- 
tent the American guns can be relied upon when a 
propee brand of powder is secured. The powder 
u was smokeless powder, manufactured Ger- 
many, and understood to be a modification of the 
Nobel powder, Its principal ingredients are said to 
be nitro-glycerine, nitro-cellulose, camphor and 
benzole. The powder comesin block cubes, three- 
eigbths of an inch on eachedge. It has the appear- 
ance of black rubber when inp the cube, but when 
ee in three pieces is translucent. -The tmal on 
turday consisted of three shots fired from an inch 
gun, mounted on a free recoil carriage, in order to 
determine the velocity and pressure along the bore. 
ln the first round a charge of 30 )bs. of powder, and 
shell weighing 300 lbs., were used, giving a velocity 
of 1,497 ft. and pressure of 18,000lbs. {n the second 
shot the charge was increased to 45 lbs., the veloc- 
ity recorded being 1.990 ft., and the pressure 31,160 
pounds. In the third round, witb 50 Ibs. of powder, 
the remarkable high velocity of 2,162 ft. per second 
was given, the pressure being about 38,000 Ibs, The 
velocities were taken 165 feet from the muzzle. The 
energy of the shot at the muzzle was 9,720 ft. tons. 
The good results of the last round can be appreci- 
ated when it is remembered that with a charge of 
130 Ibs. of brown powder, with the same weight of 
projectile as used in the above three rounds, the 
bighest velocity attained with the normal pressure 
of about 37,000 Ibs., was 1.985; with a 250 pound pro- 
jectile, such as used in the navy gun, it is estimated 
that a velocity of 3.345 ft. can be secured with 50 
lbs. of the same brand of smokeless powder, and 
this, too, without increasing the pressure beyond 
37,000 or 38,000 lbs. When the gun was fired a small 
volume of smoke shot from the muzzle, but quickly 
dissipated. Another notable circumstance was the 
clean appearance of the powder chamber after the 
firings, there being no residue whatever. 





Preliminary tests of the Army 12 inch steel breech- 
loading rifle, the first gun of that calibre completed 
in this country, were had at the Sandy Hook Prov- 
ing Grounds on Friday last for the purpose of estab- 
lishing a proper grade of powder before commen- 
cing the regular service test. The resulte are im- 
portant only in showing that the gun is well able to 
stand the pressure figured upon. The unsatisfac- 
tory quality of the tage used made it impossible 
to determine anything else about the full ballistic 
qualities of the gun. Five rounds in all were fired, 
commencing with a charge of 250 ibs. of powder 
and increasing to 375 Ibs. With the latter charge 
and a projectile weighing 1,000 lbs.,a velocity of 
1,862 feet per second was obtained, with the pres- 
sure recordei at 36,500 ibs. per square inch. The 
highest velocity obtained was in the fifth round, 
when the weight of the projectile was reduced to 
850 lbs. With a charge of 370 ibs. of powder this 
projectile was given a velocity of 1,952 feet, the 

ressure reaching 38,567 Ibe. persquare iach. These 
atter figures approach very nearly to the results 
calculated for the full charge of 440 lbs. of powder 
and a 1000 puund shot, therefore showing thata 
radically different powder must be adopted to 
secure the ballistics expected from tbe regulation 
eharge and weight of projectile. The official figures 
for each round are as follows:

The above velocities were taken 275 feet from the 
muzzle. German brewn prismatic powder was 
used. It was some that had been made at the Chel- 
worth Works and procured through Mr. Kradmier 
for use in 10 inch guns. The resuits show thut it is 
eotirely unsuited for the 12-inch weapon. No more 
of this powder will be used, and the official test of 
the gun will be postponed until a satisfactory pow 
der can be obtained. The breech mechanism of the 
gun worked perfectly.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


STATE CAMP OF INSTRUCTION, N. Y. 
PERKSKILL, July 25, 1891. 


Tux general duty of this, the sixth week, at the 
State Camp of Instruction at Peekskill, N. Y., was 
for progressive instruction to officers and men, and 
in pumbers present for duty fully the equal of its 
predecessors, and bas resulted, all things considered 
—the newness of company officers and greenness of 
the enlisted men—one of the most prolific weeks of 
; the season's tour. 

Since the last camp duty of the commands or- 
cupying the camp during this sixth week—8th N.Y. 
and 74th, Buffalo—both organizations have been 

' virtually reconstructed, so that nearly two-thirds of 
the officers and men of both organizations were 
having their maiden week of camp life. Under 
these circumstances, too much p cannot be 
given to either command for the good work per- 
formed. — 

Discipline was fairly well maintained, though 
there was a carelessness on the part of the men, 
especially in the 8tb, in conforming to the rules laid 
down in G. O. 16, c. 8., that was decidedly reprehen- 
sible. The slovenly manner of dress, in which the 
men passed and renpassed, officers and regimental 
headquarters, was deserving of severe censure, yet 
in nine cases out of ten the lapse was overlooked, 
and not promptly corrected. 

The matter of salutes, too, by the enlisted men 
should bave called for prompt action by the officers, 
but delinquencies in a majority of cases were passed 
by and overlooked. 

THE EIGHTH REGIMENT. 


With 24 officers and 402 enlisted men, total 426, the 
8th Regt., under the veteran Col. George D. Scott, 
with a full field and staff, left its armory, at 96th 
street and Lexington avenue, on Saturday, July 18, 
for ite biennial tour at the State Camp, Peekskill. 

Tbe men went into camp under very discouraging 
circumstances, owing to the heavy rain which set in 
while they were en route from New York. Quarter- 
master Ridabock, who had been on the ground since 
early morning, was ready to issue the required pro- 
perty, and without delay the men, though not pro 
perly to rights, were prepared for a vomfortable 
night’s sleep. The evening’s parade was on the first 
day in undress, owing to a continuance of the 
storm. 

The guard mount of Sunday was froma mixed de- 
tail from both commands, and was decidedly crude, 
but the many faults were noted by Capts. Thurston 
and Judson, and were recounted at the lecture to 
the guard detailed for Monday, who were assem- 
bled on the bluff in the afternoon. 

The dress parade of the day was taken by Col. 
Fox and was of a mixed order, the incongruity of 
the headgear detracting from the general appear- 
ance of the line. 

The weather of Monday was of a bracing charac- 
ter, and was enjoyed by the men during the early 
morning drill; but though the air was perfect so 
were not the company drills. The established sys- 
tem of the year’s camp was followed, and in move- 
ments by company the work was commendable, but 
as skirmisbers there wasa lamentable lack of armory 
instruction, and we are sorry to record that not 
only were the men but the officers at fault. The 
same may be said of the midday drills, and though 
Lieut. Col. Schilling, who, detailed as battalion in- 
structor by Co). Scott, labored until be was hoarse 
in explaining the several formations of the skirmish 
line, the officers were slow to grasp the situation, 
while the men “catching on” to the weakness of 
their commanders were slipshod in the execution 
of the commands. The drill was far from satisfac- 
tory. There was no play in the qamp that after- 
noon. Col. Schilling bad the officera at his tent for 
theoretical instruction; Col. Phisterer, the Post Ad- 
jutant, had the non-comsof both regiments on the 
field for special drill, while Capt. Thurston again 
took cbarge of the new guard. It was a day of 
work and resulted in great benefit to both organi- 
zations. 

Toe first serious accident since the opening of the 
State camp in 1882 occurred on this afternoon. The 
assem bly tor supper bad sounded, and a portion of 
the men of both commands were seated at the 
" tables, when word was received that the Com- 
mander-ia Chef, Gov. Hill, was on his way to 
camp. The drums sounded assembly, the men scur- 
ried to quarters to change uniforme, and in an in- 
eredibiy sbort space of time both battalions were 
formed in line of battle. The work of even one da 
wasshown in the promptness with which this call 
was obeyed, and the discipline displayed by the 
men in ranks. 

The detachment of 2d Bat., under Ist Sergt. Mc- 
Coopell, were firing a salute to the Governor when 
one of tbe guns prematurely exploded, wounding 
No. 1, Pvt. Robt. Reid, and No. 3, Pvt. Geo. Rynne, 
the tormer seriously. The immediate cause of the 
accident is under investigation. 


The discipline and nerve shown by Sergt. McConnell and 
his cannoneers in the continuation of the salute under the 
circumstances is wortby of all praise. Tbe instruction and 
work ot Capt. Wilson has borne good fruit. Firing with 
diminisbed pumbers bas had its inning in earnest tor once. 

The dress parade of the day was uot a success, tor the 
men were depres-ed io spirits and were merely automatic 
soldiers obeyiog the orders mechapically, but without hfe 
orsuap., Tne evening was, perbaps, the quietest ever spent 
iu the State camp. 

The morning drills of Tuesday evinced the good work of 
the previous day's theoretical and practical instruction, ths 
improvement being marked, especially in the 8th. The 
guaro was again a mixed one, and the ceremony of mount- 
ing far from being fauitiess. The battalion drili, however, 
‘ showed vast improvement, the officers not forgetting the 

“call-down” of the previous day. The skirmish drill by 
the numbers was a success, and the general work most sat- 
isfactory. Thbeoretical and practical drill occupied tbe offi- 
cers and nop-coms. in the afternoon, and the dress parade 
was a good one, 

This day (July 21) was the anniversary of the first battle 
of Bulli Kua. Col. Scott always bas an eye open for the 
celebration of 8th Regiment anviversaries, and here was an 
occasion not to be overiooked, The regiment made a good 
record in this, the first great battle of the late war, and then 
carried a set of colors presented to the command before its 
departure from New York. These colors were at noon 
hoisted on staff in tront of the regimental headquarters, and 
though not a word had been to the men, as each com-

THE 74TH REGIMENT. 


During the past six years the 74th has been reported for 
disbandment, yet it still bas a being, and a most healthy one 
at that.

MASSACHUSETTS ENCAMPMENT.

be worn: 100 yard dash, 13 seconds; -yard run, 72 sec- 
gods, ronning broad jump, 13 feet; running bigh jump, 4 
feet 3 inches; one mile g0-as-you-please, 6 minutes; put- 
ting 16 pound shot, 25 feet; half mile run, light marching 
order, rifle, equipments, bayonet in sheath, haversack, can- 
teen, and overcoat slung,4 minutes. To qualify as an ath- 
lete a man must qualify in four out of the seven contests. 
Any one qualifying in all the seven contests shai! be a first- 
clags athlete, and shall be eligible to compete for the cham- 
pionship of his brigade. Competitions to be in the open air.
